Authorize the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury to compound the public Debt and 
Interest due by tlie Galway Harbour Commis- 
sioners, and to make Arrangements for the 
Payment of the Amount for which such Debt is 
to be compounded ; and for other Purposes. 



W HEPtEAS, 'witli tlie Consent and Aijproliation of tlie Preiimble. 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of the 
United Kingdom, of Grreat Britain and Ireland (herein- 
after called ‘*tlio Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury ”), the 
5 Conmiissioners of Public Works in Ireland (hcrein-after called “ the 
Commissioners of Public Works”), in and since the Year One 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-tv\'o advanced out of the Con- 
solidated Eimd, under the Authority of the Acts (Public) of Porty- 
eighth George the Tim’d, Chapter One, the Pifty-seventh George the 
10 Third, Chapter Thirty-four, and Pirst and Second William the Pom-th, 

Chapter Thirty-three, certain Sums of Money, amoimting in the 
■u’hole to the Sum of Twenty-four thousand Pounds, to the Galway 
[Bill 187.] A Hai’hom* 
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HarlDOur Commissioners and tlieir Successors, for tlie Purpose of 
constructing a floating Dock together with other Works for the 
ImproYcment of the Port and Harboiu* of Galway, and such Sums 
were advanced on the Security of certain Indentures of Mortgage 
of the Pates, Tolls, and Duties authorized to be levied from Time 5 
to Time in the Port of Galway under the Authority of the Acts 
therein recited, and also upon the further Security of certain Lands 
and Premises therein mentioned and conveyed : 

And whereas there is a Sum of Tweuty-oiie thousand Pounds and 
upwards now remamiirg due, including Interest, to the Commis- 10 
sioners of Public Works, in resi^ect of such Advances (after 
deducting the Payments annually made in respect of Principal and 
Interest), and the said Commissioners of Public Works ai’e now, 
and have been for some Years, in receipt as Mortgagees in Posses- 
sion of the Pates, Tolls, and Duties leaded in the said Harbour, 15 
and of the Peiits and Profits of said Premises, for the Purpose of 
sociu’ing the Repayment of the Principal and Interest due as 
aforesaid : 

And whereas the Pates, ToUs, and Duties heretofore payable in 
respect of the said Ploating Dock and Works have not only proved 20 
insufficient for the Repayment of the Principal Sum and Interest, 
but have prejudiced the Development of the Trade and Commerce 
of the said Port and Harbour of Galway : 

And whereas it is expedient to relieve the said Port and Harbour 
from a Portion of the said Debt, so as to enable the said Galway 25 
Harbour Commissioners to make certain Repairs to the Piers and 
Quays of said Harhom*, and in other respects to improve the same, 
and for that Purpose to enable the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury to compound the said Debt : 

And whereas Bernard Mullins and John M‘Mahon did in 30 
Micliaelmas Temi One thousand eight hundred and forty-seven 
recover a Judgment against the said Galway Harbour Commis- 
sionei*s for the Sum of Three thousand five himdred Pounds, with 
Costs, the enthc of which said Judgment Debt, together with 
Interest thereon, is still due and owing by the said Galw^ay Harbom- 35 
Commissionei's : 

And whereas the Grand Jury of the Coimty of the Town of 
Galway, in consideration of the said Debt due to said Commissioners 
of Public Works being compounded, have agreed that a Guarantee 
to tlie Extent hercin-after mentioned should be granted, charge- 40 
able on the rateable Property within the County of the Town of 
Galway, in aid of any Deficiency to pay the Annuity herein-after 
created, to pay off tlie Judgment Debt now due to the Representa- 
tives of Bernard Mullins and John M'Mahon, with Interest and 
Costs : 45 

And 
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And whereas it is expedient that said Arrangoments should he 
authorized : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
Idy and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in tliis present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1 . This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Galway 
“ Harboiu’ (Composition of Debt) Act, 18G7.” 

2 . This Act shall commence and take effect from and inime- 
10 diately after the passing of the same. 

3 . In this Act — 

The Term “ the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasmy ” 
means the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland for the 
15 Time being : 

The Term “ the Galway Harbour Commissioners ” means the 
Galway Harbom* Commissioners heretofore elected and ap- 
pointed, and their Successors, when from Time to Time elected 
and appointed under the Galway Harbour and Port Act, 
20 1853 : 

The Term “Commissioners of Public Works” means the Com- 
missioners of Public Works in Ireland for the Time being : 

The Teirni “ Harbour Bates ” includes all Bates, Tolls, and 
Duties leviable from Time to Time in the Port and Harbour 
25 of Galway. 

4 . It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, by any Deed or Instrument to be executed at any Time 
after the passing of this Act, under the Hands of any Two or more 
of such Commissioners, in the Form of the Scbedtde (B.) to this 

30 Act annexed, to compound the said Debt of Twenty-one thousand 
Pounds and upwards now remaining due to the Commissioners of 
Public Works as aforesaid by the Galway Harboiu* Co mmi ssioners 
as follows, viz., that the said Debt shall be assumed to be and 
shall be taken at the Sum of T&i thousand bounds. 

35 5. The said Sum of Texi thousand Powjjffe shall be paid to 

the Commissioners of Public Works by an Annuity or annual 
Benteharge calculated at the Bate of 4'0729 per Centum, Principal 
and Interest, same to be paid by half-yearly Instalments, for a 
Period of F’fty Years, on every First Day of May and First Day of 
40 November in each Tear, commencing on whichever of said Gale 
Days shall first follow the passing of this Act, said Annuity to he 
[137.] A 2 chargeable 
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cliargcablc and charged upon the Harbour Rates, and upon all 
Lands and Property of the Galway Harboin Commissioners, of what 
Nature and Hind soeyer. 

6. In addition to the Clauses and Provisions herein-after im- 
posed, there shall and may he contained in such Heed or Instru- 5 
ment, to he executed in the Porms in the Schedules to this Act 
annexed, such additional Terms, Conditions, and Agreements as the 
Coimnissiouers of Her IMajcsty’s Treasury may think proper to 
rcquii-e and insert therein ; and such Terms, Conations, and Agree- 
ments so inserted in such Heed shall Iiat^e the same Effect to all 10 
Intents and Purposes as if the same had been contained in this 
Act, 

7. It shall he lawful for the Public Works Loan Commissioners, 
after the Execution of the said Heeds or Instruments, at any Time 

to lend to the Galway Harbour Commissioners any Sum or Sums 15 
of Money not exceeding in the whole the Sum of Seventeen 
thonsrmd JPonmls by way of an Annuity or Annuities or otherwise, 
in accordance with the Provisions of “ The General Pier and 
Harbour Act, ISGl,” for the Purimsc of enabling the Galway 
Harbour Commissioners to improve the said Port and to construct 20 
a Graving Hock, and it shall be lawful for the Galway Harboui- 
Cojumissioners to make sucli Improvements in the said Port, and to 
construct such Hock, and to take Land l)y Agreement for that 
Purpose ; provided that Working Plans and Sections and Estimates 
of such Improvemeuis and Graving Hock shall previously to com- 25 
inencing the same have been submitted to the Eoard of Ti-ade ; and 
on the said Board granting a Certificate in Writing fi.'oin Time to 
Time, under the Hands of One of their Secretaires, that such 
Improvements and Gi-aving Hock, or any or either of them, are 
pi’opei’ly deidsed, and that the Estimate of Expense is sufficient for 30 
the same, the Commissioners of Public Works may advance to the 
Galway Harbour Commissioners the Sums stated in such Certificates 
respectively, not exceeding in the whole the Sum of Seventeen 
thousand l^ounds, and such Sum or Sums so advanced from Time to 
Time, or the Annuity or Aminities granted for the same, shall be a 35 
First Charge on the Harbour Bates authorized to be levied in the 
Port and Harhour of Galway, in priority to the said Armuitv payable 
in respect of the said Sum of Ten thmisand Founds as aforesaid. 

8. If Hefault shall be made in Payment of any of the said 
Aimmties or Bentcharges as herein-hefore provided, it shall be 40 
lawful for the Commissioners of Public Works to proceed for the 
Recovery thereof by all or any of the Means provided for the 

Recovery 
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Eecoya-y of Loans or Advances made l)y tlie said Commissioners 
of Public Worts, under the Act of the First and Second William 
the Pom-th, Chapter Thirty-three, intituled “ An Act for the Ex- 
“ tension and Promotion of Public Works in Ireland,” in like 
Manner in all respects as if the said Harhoiu- Bates or other the 
Premises charged and chargeable ndth the Payment of the said 
Annuity or Pwentcliarge had been transferred to the said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works by way of Mortgage, and in order to 
secure the Payment of the said Annuity or Rentcharge. 

10 9. And it shall also be lawful for the Com-t of Chancery in court of 

Ireland, upon the Application by Petition in a summary Way by Chancery 
the said Commissioners of Public Works, to appoint a Receiver of .“EeSye?* 
aU the said Harbom- Rates, and of the Rents and Profits of aU E«es. 
Lands and Premises the Property of the said Harbour Gommis- 
15 sioiiers ; and any such Receiver so appointed as aforesaid shall possess 
all the Powers of the said Galway Harbour Commissiouers, or of any 
Collector appointed by them, for the Pirrposc of collecting and 
recovering the said Harbom Rates ; and snch Receiver shall and 
may he continued in such Receipt until all Arrears of snch 
20 Annuity or Rentcharge, and all accruing Gales thereof, and aE 
Costs incidental to the Appointment of such Receiver, shall he 
fuEy paid. 

10. It sliaU be lawful for the said Commissioners of Public Commifsion- 
Works, out of the said Harbom’ Rates, to reimburse themselTes for 

. buvse tlieiU' 

2o all Costs, Charges, and Expenses which may he lawfully sustained selves for 
by them or any Officer or Servants employed by them in the 
Execution of this Act. 

11 . The said Judgment Debt of Three thonsaaid five hundred Mode of 
Pounds so due as aforesaid to the Representatives of the said Bernard 

30 MuHins and John M‘Mahon, and all Interest and Costs in respect presentatives 
thereof, shall he computed at the Stun of , and shall 

he converted into an Annuity terminable in Years, the ji‘Mahon. 

Interest thereof to be calculated at the Rate of per 

Centum, snch Annuity to be payable by half-yearly Instalments on 
35 and from the Day of the Date of the passing of this Act. Said Sum of 
Poimds, or the Annuity granted for the same, shall be a 
Charge on the said Harboiu’ Rates, and upon all other Property of 
the said Harbour Commissioners, nest in priority after said Sums of 
Seventeen thousand Poimds and Ten thousand Pounds respectively, 

40 or the Amnuty or Annuities granted in respect of said Sums 
respectively.

12. If the net Harhom' Bates and yearly EeTemie arising from 

the Property of the said Galway Ilarbom- Commissioners shall he 
insufdcient to pay the said last-mentioned Annuity granted in respect

Money shall he presented and contributed by tire County of the Town 
of Galway in aid of such Deficiency, by a Bate on aU rateable 
Property situate iritliin the County of the Town of Galway assessed 
to the Belief of the Poor, and aeoording to the Poor Law Valuation 
for the Time being in force within the said County of the Town.
